The problem of King Solomon, many 
centuries ago, whose proverbial wis- 
dom was strained over the problem of 
deciding which of two claimants .was 
the mother of a child, seems to have 
been wished on the Cincinnati police, 
who have never made any claims to 
rival the all-wise king. Mystery on top 
of mystery enters into the case of the 
little 2-year-old boy, deserted in a pic- 
ture show in the Ohio city last Sunday 
afternoon. 

The child answers perfectly to the 
description of the little son of L. H. 
Grizzard, employed by an Atlanta de- 
partment store, whose wife and child 
have been missing since last Wednes- 
day. Beside the child was found a va- 
lise with an Atlanta mark upon it and 
in the pocket of its coat, a letter which 
said that the child would inherit $1,000 
upon reaching the age of 21 and that 
it would fall heir to a lot on Third 
street, now owned by its father. 

Description Fits Child. 

While L. H. Grizzard does not own 
such a lot and has not*deposited $1,000 
in any bank for his child, the elothing, 
as described by the police, tallies with 
that worn by the child, as does the 
white hair, blue eyes and age. That 
two children so exactly alike and with 
Atlanta identifying marks should have 
been lost at the same time seems un- 
likely, in the opinion of the officers, 
and yet another claimant has appeared 
and according to later dispatches has 
secured possession of the child. 

Samuel Young, reputed wealthy 
farmer of Lexington, Ky., claims the 
child is his foster son, given to him 
by the mother, Mrs. Annie Wilson Gron- 
band, at one time a servant in his 
employ, and appears to have convinced 
the authorities. Meanwhile L. H. Griz- 
zard, of Atlanta, nearly wild with grief 
at his loss, is trying every means of 
learning whether the little foundling 
is his and where his wife, who left 
him without warning, can be found. 

Mrs. Ora Wooten, mother of the miss- 
ing woman; declares her daughter, 
wherever she may be, would never de- 
sert her child and does not believe that 
the little one in Cincinnati is her 
grandchild. 

The woman who was seen to enter 
the house with the child and accom- 
panied by an unidentified man, was 
noticeable for the peculiar shape of her 
nose and Mrs. Grizzard is said by those)

Washington, March 5.—At the request 
of President Wilson the war depart- 
ment has ordered the following sen- 
tence stricken from the manual of in- 
struction for the medical advisory 
boards which. conduct examinations for 
the army draft: 

“The foreign born, and 
Jews, are more apt to ma 
the native born.’ 

The paragraph in which the sentence 
occurred gave detailed instguctions for 
dealing with cases of malingering, or 
shamming illness to avoid service. . It 
drew quick protests from Jewish news- 
papers and prominent Jews, including 
Dr. Nathan Gordon, an examiner in New 
York city. 

The department announced tonight 
that the sentence had been used through 
an inadvertence; that a sub-paragraph 
had been sent by telegram to the local 
boards and that a reprint of the regu- 
lations had been ordered. The. follow- 
ing letter from the president to Act- 
ing Secretary Crowell was made Se 
lic: 

“T am very much distressed that the 
sentence quoted in the enclosed tele- 
gram should have been contained in the 
draft instructions to the medical ad- 
visory boards. They, of course, repre- 
sent a view absolutely contrary to that 
of the administration and express a 
prejudi@e which @hght never to have 
been expressed or entertained. In all 
of this I am sure you will agree with

TERMS OF TREATY 
FORCED ON RUSSIA 
BY TEUTON ALLIES 


Amsterdam, March i.—The peace 
treaty signed between the four central 
powers and Russia, according to a dis- 
patch received here from Berlin, says 
the powers mentioned, “have agreed 
to terminate the state of war and 
bring about peace as quickiy as pos- 
sible, and that therefore the plenipo- 
tentiaries signed the following ar-- 
ticles: 

‘First. The central powers and 
Russia declare the state of war be- 
tween ‘them to be terminated and are 
resolved henceforth to live in peace 
and friendship with another. 

“Se d. The contracting nations 
will refrain from all agitation or other 
provocation against other signatory 
governments and undertake to spare 
the population of the regions occupied 
by the powers of the quadruple en- 
tente. 

“Third. The regions laying west of 
the line agreed upon by the contract- 
ing parties and formerly belonging to 
Russia shall no longer be under Rus- 
sian sovereignty. It is agreed that 
the line appears from the appended 
map, No. 1, which, as agreed upon, 
forms an essential part of the peace 
treaty. The fixing of the line in the 


newly formed by the present govern- 
ment. Russia will further transfer 
her warships to Russian harbors and 
leave them there until a general peace 
or immediately disarm. Warships of 
states continuing in a state of war 
with the quadruple alliance will be 
treated as Russian warships in so far 
as they are within Russian control.” 

The barred zone in the Arctic con- 
tinues in force until the conclusion of 

eace. An immediate beginning will 

e made of the removal of mines in 
the Baltic and in so far as Russian 
power extends in the Black sea. Com- 
mercial shipping is free in these wa- 
ters and will be resumed immediate- 
ly. A mixed commission will be ap- 
pointed to fix further regulations, 
especially for the announcement of 
routes for merchant ships. Shipping 
routes are to be kept permanently 
from floating mines. 

“Article 6. Russia undertakes im- 
mediately to conclude peace with the 
Ukraine peoples republic and to recog- 
nize the peace treaty between this 
state and the powers of the quadruple 
alliance. Ukrainian territory will be 
evacuated by the Russian troops and 
the Russian Red Guards. Russia will 
cease all agitation or propaganda 
against the government or the public 
institutions of the Ukrainian peoples 
republic.

“Esthonia and Livonia will likewise 
be evacuated without delay by the 
Russian troops and the Russian Red 
Guard.

To 
illustrate: There are a great many 
people who have no financial rating, 
who are honest, and after the proper 
investigation has been made, the job- 
ber undertakes to sell them coal, car- 
rying their accounts to such time as 
may be convenient for them to settle 
them.

Coal Company to Dr. H. A. Garfield, United States Fuel Ad- 
ministrator, Washington, D.C. The faets set.up in this letter 
are self-explanatory and the public is invited to give the facts 
contained in this letter consideration. bee 

‘The Fuel Administration contemplates putting in an order 
between this and April first, fixing the price of coal at the 
mouth of the mines and cutting out the jobbers’ commission, 
thus eliminating the jobber. If this order goes-into effect, 
every purchaser will have to send a representative to the mines 
to buy their coal, or else order same through the Fuel Admin- 
istration. If this is done, the coal will be shipped on-a cash 
basis, without regard to quality or payment, as the Govern- 
ment does not guarantee any payments, neither do they recog- 
nize any rejections, or will they make any allowance for adjust- 
ments, etc. ; 

Dr. Garfield, of course, is working from his standpoint as 
to what is best for the National interest as he sees it. We be- 
lieve that he is wrong in this case, as he has admitted in nu- 
merous other rulings reversing himself in orders given. 

Should you not want to go to the mines for your coal, 
write to Dr. Garfield protesting against this ruling which he is 
about to put in. We are doing all we can to correct this mistake 
as we see it. If you concur with us, write to Dr. Garfield pro- 
testing against same.

Dear Sir: We understand that you contemplate making 
some changes between this and April 1st which will doubtless 
affect the coal jobbers, and we, therefore, beg to make the fol- 
lowing suggestions for your consideration: | 

The writer of this letter has been in the jobbing business 
for twenty-odd years and does not hesitate to state that a good 
coal man, one well posted in all of the details of the business, 
must not only be an able man, but must have had experience of 
not less than five years, in order to be posted in all of the va- 
rious branches of the business. There are many things which 
a coal man must know in order to handle the business correctly 
and in the interest of both himself and his customer. 

In the first place, a coal man should know and understand 
freight rates which apply on shipments that he may be making 
within the territory in which he is doing business: This is of 


| great value to the purchaser of coal who, as a usual thing, is 


not posted in regard to the rates from the several coal territo- 
ries from which coal moves into his territory. 

It is also important that in selling coal to any textile or 
coal-using plant he should know the particular grades of coal 
which suit the operation he is furnishing. ‘There are plants with 
poor draft that cannot use high carbon coal and these must. be 
furnished with high volatile coal and this coal should come 
from a territory which carries the lowest freight rate to point 
of destination. There are also other plants that cannot use high 
volatile coals economically and must be furnished with high 
carbon coals. The up-to-date coal jobber understands these 
facts and 1s fully prepared to give his customer this information 
at a moment’s notice. 

It is also important that the coal jobber should know some- 
thing about the local conditions at the plant itself. Some plants 
are well equipped with trestles and desire to have all of their 
coal moved to them in hopper-bottom cars. This coal can be 
dumped moving in cars of this type without extra cost. There 
are others who have no trestles and want their coal shipped to 
them in flat-bottom cars. Where coal moves in flat-bottom cars 
it has to be thrown out over the side of the cars with shovels. 
This is naturally.a high expense at this time. However, a man 
without the trestle can handle a flat-bottom car with less ex- 
pense than he could handle a hopper-bottom car. 

The jobber is a most useful distributor of coal. He is not 
only a great benefactor to the parties buving coal from him, but 
he is also a great benefactor to the parties from whom he buys. 
To illustrate: There are a great many people who have no 
financial rating, who are honest, and after the proper investiga- 
tion has been made the jobber undertakes to sell them coal, car- 
rying their accounts to such time as it may be convenient for 
them to settle same. The business in this section has never 
been done on what is known as a cash basis. This is especially 
true in regard to small cities where the*’city and the individual 
buy both steam and domestic coal in the spring and,pay for it 
during the fall. The ability of the jobber to finance these pur- 
chases enables the small towns and the individuals in these 
towns to take their coal,supply in the spring, and in this way, 
in a measure, relieves the rush for coal during the fall months 
when it is almost impossible to obtain prompt and regular 
shipments. 

The jobber in many cases finances the small mines either 
in part or wholly. They furnish the tonnage for these mines 
during the spring and summer in such amounts as will keep 
them running from day to day, and in turn finance the purchas- 
er, in order that he may take this stock in at the period when it 
is most important that the coal should move, and allow him to 
pay for same, as stated above, during the fall. 

We noticed in the paper some time since that you were 
considering some method of putting in a “Zoning System.” 
This, in our opinion, is a great problem.: In the first place, it 
has not been infrequent that parties in this territory would, on 
account of strkes in the Alabama fields, have to buy their coal 
in the Tennessee, Kentucky and Virginia fields. It has also 
been true during strikes in the Tennessee and Kentucky fields 
that all coal for this territory would have to come from the Ala 
bama fields. It 1s true also that there are parties in this terri- 
tory who cannot to advantage use the high volatile, non-coking 
coals from Tennessee and Kentucky, but prefer the high car- 
bon, coking coals from the Alabama district. While there are 
other concerns who prefer, on account of local conditions, a 
high volatile coal from Tennessee and Kentucky. There.are also 
a large number of-consumers throughout North and South 
Carolina and Georgia, and even in Alabama, who use quite a 
large tonnage of anthracite coal. There are very perplexing 


problems which deserve the most careful consideration. 

We sympathize fully with the difficulties with which the Adminis- 
tration has had to contend and the pressure which has been and is still 
being brought to bear from different sources. There are many reasons 
which the large operator can offer for putting the jobber out of the 
game, and the small operator along with him. We believe this will be 
a great loss to the country, however, in coal production, distribution, 
and the financial losses which will follow the failure of the jobbing 
firms. There are many jobbers who, like ourselves, do not own one 
dolar’s worth of interest in any coal mines. At the same time, we 
furnish money to help carry on smaller mines and carry accounts which 
enables the small mines to operate during certain parts of the séason 
when the coal business is unusually dull. Most of them have expe- 
rienced salesmen and practically all of them have fixed expenses to be 
cgred for for the next twelve months. 

We believe that fixing the price of coal at the mines and prohibit. 
ing the jobbing commission will send the jobber to the wal] post-haste. 
The question of selling expenses in the emergency which' these regula- 
tions are to cover is negligible. It costs a great deal, however, to ob- 
tain the coal, and if the broker is not allowed to charge this to the con- 
sumer, then the consumer is going to a much greater expense of send- 
ing bis high-salaried men into the coal fields, without experience, to 
try to find the partic coal he wants. While the jobber is equipped 
to do this at a much less cost and much more satisfactorily. It is not 
the consumer’s desire to do this.

THE SAVANNAH SEIZURE. 


There is occasion for both shame and 
gratification for Georgians in the news re 
port telling of the seizure of five launch car- 
goes of whisky and beer, bound from a Flor- 
ida port to Savannah, by United States offi- 
cers—shame that we have citizens so inap- 
preciative of their American citizenship as 
to so disregard the laws of both the state 
and the nation, and gratification that we 
have federal officials so alert and so fearless 
in the discharge of their duty as this whole- 


sale arrest attests. 

Ever since the saloon was legislated out 
of Georgia the state has recurrent and humil- 
iating experiences with the blind tiger, and 
since then, as in the more distant past, the 
federal authorities have been compelled to 
wage a constant guerrilla warfare with the 
moonshiner; but those classes of culprits are 
petty offenders in comparison with the crim- 
inals responsible for and participating in 
this Jatest exploit which, fortunately, was 
nipped before it could be carried to comple- 
tion. 

We have grown somewnat accustomed— 
deplorable to admit—to reading of minors» 
“raids,” the seizure and confiscation of bot- 
tles, suitcases and even trunks filled with 
booze, and of the destruction of illicit 
whisky stills here and there; but think of 
five sea-going launches, laden with 18,000 
cases of whisky and 175 casks of beer, the 
total appraised at more than $100,000, and 
all destined for a single Georgia port! 

It is not probable, of course, that all of 
this liquor was intended for consumption in 
Savannah. It is more likely that the con- 
signees intended using Savannah only as a 
“port of entry,” or as a “clearing-house,” 
whence to distribute the contraband stuff to 
tigers in various parts of the state, and es- 
pecially to debauch south Georgia. 

The liquor was being brought into Geor- 
gia directly in violation of state and federal 
laws, the latter clothing the government 
revenue agents with ample authority under 
which to work. 3 

Now let us hope that, having made such 
a notable seizure, this maritime raid will be

As the offenders are brought face to face 
with the judge, and the court performs its 
full duty in passing sentence upon convic- 
tion, there is no reason why this whole busi- 
ness of illegal trafficking in whisky should 
not be given a decided deterrent by making 
a shining example of these conspicuous cul- 
prits.

ANOTHER PROP GONE. 


When, last summer, the question of 
opening the doors of the University of 
Georgia to women was under consideration 
by the board of trustees of the institution 
the opponents of co-education urged that as 
Virginia still held out against admitting 
women to her university, Georgia should fol- 
iow .her example. 

“Virginia does not admit women to its 
splendid, classic, old university,” they said; 
“then why should we?”’—notwithstanding 
the fact that the Virginia institution was 
one of the very few—only two or three— 
state universities in the whole country from 
which women were barred. 

Now, according to a Richmond, Va., news 
report, the Virginia state senate, by a vote 
of 23 to 9, has passed a bill providing that 
women shall be admitted to the state uni- 
versity, and the prediction is made that the 
measure will meet with little opposition in 
the house, and will speedily become law. 

Thus another prop is knocked from un- 
der those who oppose admitting women to 
the state university. With Virginia—the 
ancient and honored center of southern 
chivalry, according educational opportuni- 
ties to its women on a parity with men, 


Georgia is left almost isolated and alone in. 
denying its daughters the privileges of the, 


state university. 

Fortunately, here in Georgia the state 
College of Agriculture—closely associated 
with and a part of the state university, op- 


erated on the same campus and using many }, 
of the 


same classrooms—has broken 
through the archaic wall that has kept 
women out of its halls; and, beginning next 
September, the College of Agriculture will 
be open for men and women alike. 

If there ever was a time when breaking 
down the barrier that keeps women out of 
our State university weuld be timely and 
appropriate, that time is now. 

We are now appealing to the women to 
serv they are responding nobly—in 
every départment of national activity, inci- 
dental to and in connection with the war. 
The women of the entire country, are doing 
their part heroically, ungrudgingly and wedi. 
This is as true of the women of Georgia as 
it is of those of any other state; yet Geor- 
gia is behind almost every other state in the 
union in the measure in which it accofds 
its women privileges and opportunities in 
recognition of their splendid loyalty,. serv- 
ice and their proven dependability, effi- 
ciency and worth to their state. 

Chancellor Barrow was right when he 
urged that the university be thrown open 
to women—and it is coming sooner or later. 


THE PISTOL IS GOING. 


Every self-respecting, law-abiding citi- 
zen of Atlanta should felicitate himself and 
the city upon the wike-awake, progressive 
and humane stand council has taken upon 
the deadly hip-pocket pistol evil. 

Without a word in opposition, or a nega- 
tive vote, council last Monday night enacted 
an anti-pistol ordinance that appears on the 
face of it to be both fool-proof and bullet- 
proof. It provides that no man, woman, boy 
or girl, white’or black, can legally procure 
a pistol from a dealer without first exhibit- 
ing a license to make such purchase: and 
no such license can be procured except from 
counci] itself, and each license so granted 
will entail the enactment of a specia) ordi- 
nance. 

Those restrictions, together with the fea- 
tures of the law intended to discourage 
tradesmen from dealing in pistols, should, in 
time, put a quietus upon the lawless, bar- 
baric practice of “pistol-toting” in this city. 

Now let fit be enforced; and if it is en- 
forced, together with the state and city laws 
forbidding the carrying of concealed weap- 
ons Atlanta ought to be pretty adequately 
safeguarded against the ever-ready pistol 
menace, 

This is a good law; and if the legislature 
—as it will be asked to do—can and will 
strengthen it still more, so much the better. 
The whole state would be the better off were 
the Atlanta law made of state-wide effect.

A CRITIC OF EUGENICS. 

Letter from a reader: 

There is an excellent reason why it would 
be useless for a young woman to demand a 
health certificate fr@m her fiance. Health 
certificates signify nothing as to character, 
and marriage should be based on character 
and not on health. A man may be guilty 
of misconduct frequently, yet escape dis- 
ease through a knowledge of prophylaxis. A 
woman may think she is marrying a man of 
morals and be hitching herself with an 
erudite rake. 7%, 

As to the double standard, your fellow 
physicians im the army and navy and elsé- 
where ignore the law of God and teach their 
clientele how to avoid the untoward results 


of immorality. 

You should denounce this practice. You 
should warn women against putting atiy 
faith in a health certificate. You should 
oppose this so-called science of eugenics 
which glorifies health and seeks to over- 
throw justice and morality. 

Now there is a good man gone wrong. 
Perhaps an ascetic. At any rate, an unrea- 
sonable mam. We don’t know about the go- 
called science of eugenics. We think it ‘is 
about two-thirds bouillop—stimulating, rich 
in flavor but mo meat, no real nutriment 
there at all. However, that has nothing to 
do with thé health of the bride, and the 


bride's health is our business. 

The critic Is wrong in his idea that’ a 
health certificate is useless. We should never 
permit & daughter to marry without very 
satisfactory evidence that the prospective 
bridegroom had no transmissible disease, 
That is a parent's absolute duty. 

Of course the certificate is no certificate 
of character. But nevertheless a marriage 
must be based on health as well as on charac- 
ter, if it is to be a happy marriage. Charac- 
ter alone is ho assurance of the bridegroom’s 
health either; he may have syphilis and yet 
be a man of irreproachable character. Mil- 
lions of innocent persons have the so-called 
venereal disease, thanks to our blind ignor- 
ance of all sanitary control. 

The army and navy could not do better 
than precisely what they are doing. Prior 
to the adoption of the presént system of 
prophylaxis there was no great standard of 
morality in either branch which is not im- 
proved today.

with the services of an architect tn the con~ 
struction of the proposed new buildings for 
the Atlanta schools and to substitute: there- 
far the services of an instructor in drawing 
and the students at the Tech High school, 
we believe it a duty incumbent upon us 4 
citizens who are, by virtue of daily work. 
in @ position to see the dangers of such @ 
course of action beyond the average citizen, 
to counsel their hesitation before commit- | 
ting themselves to such an act. We equally | 
believe it to be the duty of men in your | 
position to eounsel against this umwisdom. 
We appreciate that this course has been 
undertaken by the board with the real in- 
terest of the city at heart and we therefore, 
believe that it is only through misapprehen- 
sion of the responsibilities and duties in- 
volved which leads them to this erroneous 
view. We are fully aware that. they have @ 
serious problem at hand inasmuch as the 
funds available are totally inadequate for 
the work required. 

Therefore, would it not be wiser to place 
themselves in the hands of those who are, 
peculiarly fitted, not only by training, but 
by years of experience in solving just this 
kind of problems, rather than entrusting 
themselves to youth and inexperience, how- 
ever promising or exceptional in talent. 

What Architect Should Know. 

It is unfortunate that the services of the 
architect are more or less confounded with 
the simple making of drawings. In order 
to point out the scope essential to the suc- 
cessful’ practice of architecture let us call 
attention to the fact that there are some six- 
ty-five recognized building trades and it is 
unfortunate that the average layman does not 
realize that a good working knowledge of 
these is essential in the preparation of 
drawings as well as in the actual erection 
of the building. Beside this it is essential 
that the architect should have a good work- 
ing knowledge of structural engineering, 
sanitary engineering, heating, ventilating 
and lighting, as well as the knowledge of 
processes which take «place in the mill ana 
factory before the appearance of materials 
upon the building. Beside these considera- 
tions the architect must have an understand- 
ing of the purposes of the building in order 
to insure convenience in his plan and great- 
est economy of time and space in the opera- 
tion of the building. ' 

Aside from all this knowledge that is 
essential to the preparation of drawings 
must come a thorough understanding of ad- 
ministration. He must have ae thorough 
knowledge of the market so as to specify 
materials which are easily available and eco- 
nomical; he must understand the making of 
a contract and be capable of its interpreta- 
tion and enforcement; he must have the qual-. 
ities which lead to his successful dealing 
with men and the vision necessary to co- 
ordinate the work of the great number of 
tradesmen and artisans who are employed 
in the carrying out of a contract; he must 
have the training and ability to produce a 
design not only satisfactory from al] the 
practical points of view, but one which in- 
corporates the true principles of art. Inci- 
dentally is it not of supreme importance that 
school buildings in particular should be built 
in a scholarly way to environ and inspire 
the youth seeking learning? 

The Hazard of Waste. 

In the execution of a business transac- 
tion involving the expenditure of $100,000, 
where is the business man who would lightly 
offer this task to a high school student or to 
anyone whose vocation is removed from the 
business world even though these services 
might be donated? It is readily apparent’ 
that the misappliance of these funds would 
lead to waste and loss far beyond the pay- 
ment demanded by a highly efficient man. 

We hope the board does not confuse the 
mere making of drawings with the practice 
of architecture any more than they would 
confuse the ability simply to write or to talk 
with the practice of law. We wish that they 
may not lose sight of the fact that the as- 
sumption of responsibility on the part of 
those unfitted for it will in no way release 
them from their final obligation in the dis- 
charge of their duties as officials. 

In making these representations we do not 
wish to be construed as entering into per- 
sonalities in any way, but as simply outlin- 
ing principles. We do not wish in any .way 
to deter the board in their progress to build 
the much-needed schools, but we do insist 
that the public funds should not be placed in 
these buildings without the services of an 
architect whose training and experience jus- 
tifies his consideration as of proper fitness 
for such responsibilities.

state. I believe public sentiment has at last 
crystallized around this proposition in favor 
of the building of such roads if a feasible 
plan can be presented. As the great bulk of 
our state is composed of rural counties with 


“@ limited tax value the serious question is, 


how can these rural counties build perma- 
nent highways? It can not be done by direct 
taxation under the limitations of tax &5- 
séssments for road purposes fixed by law. AS 
& general rule, efforts to float bonds for this 
purpose has been a failure for the reason that 
there is always opposition among the voters 
growing out of the fact that the permanent 
roads will not be built adjacent to property 
owned by them. I have in mind a plan that 
I believe to be the solution of the question. I 
ask that you publish it for the.consideration 
of your readers and the law making bddy 
of Georgia. 

A state law should be enacted based on 
the general principles of the drainage laws 
of this state enacted in 1911, pages 108 to 114, 
inclusive. This law has been held consti- 
tutional by the supreme court, and many 
drainage districts have been established and 
are now being established under the same 
for the reclaiming of marshy and overflowed 
lands. Following this general plan a law 
should be enacted authorizing the establish- 
ing of permanent road districts providing 
that the majority of the property owners, 
or the people owning a majority of the land 
affected, may petition the county commission- 
ers, or ordinary, if there are no county com- 
missioners, for the establishment of a per- 
manent road district from any given point to 
any other point within or without the county. 
The district should embrace all the lands for 
one mile on each side of the road to be per- 
manently improved. When this is done and 
the district established three viewers should 
be elected to classify all the lands within 
the district with reference to the benefit it 
will receive from the construction of the per- 
manent road improvement. Provision should 
be made that the land receiving the highest 
benefit shall be marked in class A, the next 
highest in class B, and so on to class E. In 
connection with this classification the prop- 
erty should be assessed by the viewers as 
to its value. When this is completed it should 
be ascertained as near as practical the cost 
or the construction of the permanent high- 
way and then an assessment made as against 
all the property in the road district, accord- 
ing to its classification sufficient to raise the 
necessary fund to build the road. Provision 
should be made, as is provided in the drain- 
age law, that the land owners shall have 
the right to pay their respective assessments 
withi na given time and if this is not done 
bonds should be issued against the land of 
all that did not pay to be retired in ten an- 
nual installments. Commissioners should be 
elected by the owners of the land affected, 
as is provided by the drainage laws, who 
shall have the supervision of the building of 
the road by contract, the sale of bonds, etc. 
Authority should also be given the commis- 
sioners to meke additional assessments in the 
land district at any time necessary to keep 
the road in proper repair after its construc- 
tion. The county authorities in which such 
roads are built should be required at the ex- 
pense of the county to grade the road for 
the permanent improvement. When a road 
district is established provision should be 
made that the property in the district af- 
fected sheuld be relieved from the county 
tax assessment for road improvement in pro- 
portion to their respective assessments; that 


is, property in class A should be relieved 


entirely; B, 80 per cent; C, 60 per cent; D, 
40 per cent, and EB, 20 per cent. 


This, law should also provide that .all, 


funds for the building of permanent roads 
derived from the national government should 
be apportioned to the districts building per- 
manent roads of this character. The law 
should be so ,framed as to require small 
towns and cities to pay their pro rata part 
for extending the public highway through 
the incorporate limits thereof. 

Under this’ plan if the necessary majority 
co-operated together under one petition a 
permanent road could be built from state 
line to state line, or from county line to 
county line, or from one section of a county 
to the other. It would make it possible for 
the majority to force the minority to co-op- 
erate and build permanent roads from one 
end of the state to the other, and when once 
started there would be an inducement for the 
formation of districts and building of public 
roads in every community to connect with 
xthers already built. As the roads would 
greatly enhance the value of the properties 
of the district it should be provided, as is 
provided in the drainage laws, that the bonds 
shall be a superior lien to everything except 
state and county taxes on the property af- 
fected. Many details, such as are provided 
for in the drainage laws, giving the property 
owners the right to appeal from any asgess- 
ment made against them, etc., should be em- 
braced in the permanent road law. 

In holding court. I have recently been 
charging the gnand jury concerning this plan, 
and I find the jproperty owners in the rural 
districts intens@ly interested in the proposi- 
tion. I ask that\you give it publicity so that 
the public and the members of the general 
assembly may consider it. .

It occupied 
the headlines for several days. Another one 
is coming unless the signs fail. Navy offi- 
cilals, of course, will not discuss it. It is 
pretty hard to get them to discuss anything. 
The rules of censorship change so rapidly 
that they make precaution the better part of 
valor; and they stand up before you like 
Egyptian sphinxs. They should not be criti- 
cized for this, however; more fellows are 
getting in trouble these days by talking too 
much than by talking too little. For the 
men in khaki and the men in blue “safety 
first” means keeping the mouths closed tight. 
But this shake-up in the entire personne! 
of the shipping board is on the way. That 
the entire shipbuilding, housing and shipping 
administration will be placed in the hands of 
men more conversant with the practical side 
seems now assured.

The ques- 
tion immediately suggests itself, what are 
the purposes of this new law? Fifty mil- 
lions! And for what? 

Another thing. The navy department is 
jam up.

The North Caroljna editor who didn’t know 
much more perhaps about a battleship than 
a race horse six years’ ago is making one 
of the best navy department heads this coun- 
try has ever had. He has learned something. 
He has organized. Best of all, he has pre- 
pared!

It 
is alleged he has asked the shipping board 
to; give him-seme working basis for the 
prompt and adequate manning of the ships 
that are supposed to be put in commission 
this year. 

It is 
even alleged that the navy department has 
been ignored because it is the board's Plan 
to crew these ships with employed merchant 
Sailors. Officials of the navy department 
who ought to know, sdy that the use of civil- 
jan crews on ships in government service 
will be a mistake. And so the controversy 
wags, while the crying need of the nation 
today is SHIPS.

“Then, another thing, the Georgia 
Railway and Power company has had 
more expense in the last year than in 
any other year of its organization. The 
company has made no money. And it 
hasn’t really the money to make all 
the improvements demanded. 

“As a matter of fact, we have had 
as many as fifty-one cars on the Camp 
Gordon line on the days that there has 
been the greatest demand for car serv- 
ice. The schedule has been maintained 
almost as well as it would have been 
on double tracks the entire distance 
to the camp.”

New Florida State Highway} 
Important 1 Dixie Highway Link 


The first state highway to be built 
in Florida with the use of convicts has 
just been approved by State Highway 
Commissioner John E. Gilbert, of Flor- 
ida, and will be an important link of 
the Dixie highway. 
The road, which has been approved. 
runs through the sands of Nassau 
county, Florida, from Jacksonville to 
the Georgia-Florida line at St. Mary’s, 
virtually following the originally fixed 
line of the eastern division of the Dixie 
highway northward from Jacksonville. 
The road is to be of sand-clay con- 
struction and a gang of convicts will 
be put to work on construction within 
the next several weeks, according to 
Florida advices. 

Important Improvement. 
This is a@ very important improve- 
ment, inasmuch ag it will eliminate the 
all but impassable sand that now 
lies between Jacksonville and the 
Georgia-Florida line, and will complete 
the Dixie highway in Florida, in so far 
as the eastern division is concerned, 
giving a good highway as smooth as a 
floor all the way from the Georgia- 
Florida line to Miami. 
The eastern divison of the Dixe 
highway, of which the Florida road to 
be improved is a part, passes through 
Georgia, via Brunswick, Savannah, 
Milledgeville, Eatonton, Madison, Stone 
Mountain, Decatur, Atlanta, Dalton and 
to Chattanooga. This division is for 
the most part in good condition, and 
for the rest of the way fair. 
The direct route from Chattanooga 
to Jacksonville is the central division, 


which passes through Georgia’ via At- 
lanta, Macon, Fitzgerald and ‘Way- 
cross. 

The action of the Tennessee high- 
way commission in providing funds to 
build the highway through the Cum- 
berland mountains in Tennessee means 
that by another winter the Dixie high- 
way will be in good shape from Chi- 
cago as far south as Georgia. 

Two Improvements Needed. 

In Georgia there are two pieces of 
road in particular on the central di- 
vision of the Dixie highway which need 
improvement. One of these, and per- 
haps the worst, is the road from At- 
lanta to Macon. The improvement of 
this piece of road has been in the 
hands of the state highway commission 
practically ever since the state high- 
way commission was created, and im- 
provement is promised from time to 
time. 

Work of improving this road was last 

scheduled to begin early last January, 
but was again postponed and is now 
being held up pending a complete re- 
port from the chief engineer of the 
state highway commisson, who has 
been ill. 
' The second link of the central divi- 
sion which needs improvement partic- 
ularly is in Chariton county. A project 
is now in the hands of the state high- 
way commission for the improvement 
of the Chariton county link. 

It then remains for Mlorida to build 
a road from the crossing of the St. 
Marys river at Folkston to complete 


the direct route from Chicago to Miaml. 


AEROPLANE MAIL ROUTE 
APPROVED BY ATLANTANS 


President White Says Chamber 
of Commerce Is Deeply 
Interested. 


The. proposal of Congressman Bell, 
of the Tenth district of Georgia, to es- 
tablish an aeroplane mail route . be- 
tween Atlanta and Washington, as first 
announced in The Constitution of Tues- 
day morning, is receiving the earnest 
attention of officials of the chamber of 
commerce and other enterprising civic 
authorities. 

President W. H. White, of the 
chamber, stated on Tuesday that he 
had felt for some time that such a 
move was possible and said that he in- 
tended to do everything in his power 
to make sure of such a route for At- 


lanta. 

Referring to the general matter of 
aeroplane mail routes for the future. 
Mr. White said that he firmly believed 
such lines would be a commonplace 
after the war. America, he believes, 
will come out of the war with more 
aeroplanes and trained flyers than any 
other country, and the best possible use 
to which they can be put will be the 
carrying of urgent mail between im- 
portant cities, 

Continuing, Mr. White stated as his 
belief that the city which was best pre- 
pared, in the matter of flying fields, 
aviators headquarters an con- 
veniences, would be the one most like- 
ly to benefit at the earliest date by this 
new idea. In line with this belief 
Mr. White will shortly inaugurate a 
move to investigate as to the types cof 
fields and location needed for such 
service and what Atlanta can supply in 
thig regard. 

He will find which locations will be 
most suitable and what the cost of se- 
curing them would be. 

An early move of this character, he 
states, will do more toward securing 
such a service at the earliest possible 
date than anything else the city can do.

Milledgeville, Ga.. March 5.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—-The committee of legislators, 
which for two days have been making 
an inspection of the state prison farm, 
will submit two reports. One will be 
made to the prison commission and 
Governor Dorsey for immediate action. 
It recommends the parolling of Mrs. 
Edna P. Godbee, who has been for

It also recommends parole for 10 or 
15 other prisoners, whose health con- 
ditions demand clemency, in the com- 
mittee’s opinion.
